He told the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors he has direct- 
ed Secretary of State .Acheson to 
develop a strengthened National 
information program to 
over- 
come Soviet Russia "deceit, dis- 
tortion and lies." 
He invited the continued co-op- 
eration of American newspapers In 
spreading the fact that this coun- 
try 
is "wholly dedicated to 
the 
cause of peace." Truman declared: 
"We must make ourselves known 
as we really are—not as Commun- 
ist propaganda picture us. 
We 
must pool our efforts with those 
of the other free peoples in a sus- 
tained,, intensified program to pro- 
mote the cause of freedom against 
the propaganda of slavery. • 
"We must make ourselves heard 
round the world in a great 
cam- 


paign of truth'" 
The president's address, prepar- 
ed for delivery at 
a 
luncheon, 
stressed the vital role newspapers 
can play in this phase of the cold 
war. 
"There Is too much nonsense 
About striped trousers In foreign 
affairs." he said.

"Far more Influence Is exerted 
by the baggy pants of the man- 
aging editor."

Railway Firemen 
Schedule Strike 
Next Wednesday

strike against four of the nation's 
biggest railroad systems, threat- 
ening to slow all rail transporta- 
tion, has been called for next Wed- 
nesday morning. 


The strike call by the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and 
En?lnemen ordered s;<tne }*flw 
of-the union's '-claimed. 110,000 
members to leave their Jobs at 6 
a. .m. (local tlme,vApril 2d.Cn- 
•vlon spokesmen said .the walkout 
would mage Idle some 50,000 rail 
workers. 
The threatened strike followed 
nearly three years of dispute be- 
tween the union and the carriers 
over union demands for a second 
man on multiple unit Diesel loco- 
motives. 
The union is free to strike 
at 
any time, having complied with all 
provisions of the National Railway 
Labor Act. But the possibility of a 
postponement 
was 
hinted in a 
statement by Union President Dav- 
id B. Robertson, who announced 
the 'strike call. He said: 
"If they (the railroads) feel some

Hainan, threw in more planes Wed- 
nesday. These roared right into 
battle arid reported they knocked 
out some Red beachhead gun bat- 
teries. 


Multi-Billion Dollar Housing Bill 
Signed By Truman Without Comment 


WASHINGTON, April 


President Trumn today signed the 
multi-billion dollar housing bill. 


The measure, which he approved 


without comment, provides incent- 
ives for home building by families 
of low and moderate incomes but 
lacks the controversial co-operat- 
ive plan which he proposed. 
Both the senate and the house 
rejected the co-op provision. It 
would have set up a $2,000,000,- 
000 program of 
home building 
through co-operatives and other 
non-profit groups. 
The .measure provides for an 
expansion of almost $4,000,000,000 
in the federal housing program 
through loans and mortgage guar- 
antees. 


It also provides for turning over 


to state, county and local hous- 
ing authorities nearly 150 war- 
built housing nrojacts now under 
control of the public housing ad- 
ministration. There are about 43,- 
000 units in the projects. 


Other major features: 
1. A 12,500,000,000 increase 
in 


the regular system 
of 
Federal 
Housing administration (FHA) in- 
surance on home mortgages. 


2. A $250,000,000 increase in the 


authority of the Federal National 
Mortgage association to purchase 
mortgages, adding that amount to 
the existing authority which runs 
up to $2,500,000,000. Under this op- 
eration, the government purchases 
mortgages so private lenders will 
have more money on hand 
for 


loans on new housing. 


S. A five-year extension of the 


repair and 
modernization pro- 


gram of the FHA under which 
loans are made to improve ex- 
isting properties. 
4. A provision for direct loans, 
at 2.55 per cent interest, for educa- 
tional institutions to modernize or 
build housing facilities for 
stu- 


dents and faculty members. Loans 
up to an aggregate of $300.000,000 
could be made under this provis- 
ion, 
with repayment extended.over 
a period as long as 40 years. 


5. Extension of the repayment 


period on veterans' 
home 
loans 


from 25 to 30 years. 


Big Three Agree 
On Major Topics 
For London Meet 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—UP)— 
Secretary of State Acheson and for- 
eign ministers Bevin of Britain and 
Schuman of France have substan- 
tially agreed on the great European 
and Asiatic issues they will discuss 
at the London diplomatic conferen- 
ces next month. 


A series 
of 
note 
exchanges 
among Washington, London and 
Paris, diplomatic authorities dis- 
closed, have almost completed ar- 
rangements for the talks. These in- 
dicate that the three Western For- 
eign Affairs chiefs will be much 
more concerned with tightening co- 
operation among the Western na- 
tions than with charting new moves 
against Russia in the cold war. 


That the meetings will be held 
against a sinister background of 
increasing East-West tension is as- 
sured, however, by such current 
developments as (1) the American- 
Soviet row over the Baltic airplane 
shooting incident 
and 
(2) 
the 
crackdown of the Soviet satellite 
countries like Czechoslovakia on. 
the operations of Western diplo- 
mats and reporters. 


Evidence is increasing that the 
Kremlin may be aiming to shut the 
west out of its territories almost 
completely, to close the Baltic and 
other border areas to foreign obser- 
vation and to achieve a degree of 
isolation which the modern world 
has not heretofore known. 


Russian relations therefore will 


be one of the matters up for discus- 
sion at the London meetings of the 
Western big three. The most that 
is expected on this is an affirma- 
tion of the policy of stopping Com- 
munist expansion and meeting the 
Soviet menace with growing west- 
ern power.

In response to an inquiry as- to 
what action the Navy takes when 
unidentified vessels are reported 
in waters off the U. S. coasts, a 
Nacy spokesman said it investi- 
gates to determine their identitty.

Crop Rotation 
Found Effective 
Root Rot Curb 


TEMPLE, 
April 
20.—UP)'—The 


Blackland experiment station near 
here has found that a spectacular 
decrease in. cotton root rot and 
increase in cotton yield can be 


brought 
about 
by 
rotation 
of 
crops on poor and /cry poor land. 


The report points out that the 


results of thc tests will be valua- 
ble in selecting the part of the 
farm where cotton will be planted 
this year under acreage restrict- 
ions. 


Class III Tests. 


In the case of Class III, or very 
poor land, crop rotation 
results 


were spectacular—ranging In In- 
creased yield from 5 to 8 times 
compared with land In continu- 
ous cotton. The rotation also re- 
duced the incidence of root rot 
from 80.1 per cent to as low as 
8.8 per cent. 


On Class II land, the yield was 
increased from 50 to 100 per cent 
and root rot reduced from 43.1 
per cent to as low as 1.5 per cent. 


The experiments found only a 
limited improvement in Class I, 
or good land. 
The cropping studies are for 


1948 and 1046. Last year, the re- 
port points out. was one In which 
a great deal of root rot occurred. 
Results Tentative. 
The 
experiment station, says 


that the studies have not been 
In operation l"n<r enough to tell 
what their true long-time effects 
mav be. 
However, on the basis of the 


two-year "reject, the station found 
that on the poorest land, cropping 
systems Involving legumes alone 
or legume-oats mixtures produced 
the highest yield.

asserted 


that many people lost their 
jobs because of poor rela 
tions with fellow-employees 
lack 
of consideration for 


their firm's rights, and un 
willingness to put forth their 
best 
efforts. 
The speaker 


recommended that business 
schools emphasize the mat- 
ter of attitude as part of 
their training. 


Such training should real- 


ly begin in the home. Char- 
acter-building, begun in the 
early years, leads to a cor- 
rect attitude in all life's re- 
lationships, including those 
of job-hunting. 


JEFFERSON AND THE 


IDEA 


What man burning with a 


new idea has not cried out 
against the caution 
with 


which others approach it? 
He is likely to wish himself 
In the good old days when 
Americans were pioneers in 
spirit and in fact. Was the 
lot of new ideas better then? 
Writing to Joel Barlow in 
1807, Thomas Jefferson re 
marked thus: 
"There is a snail-paced 


gait for the advance of new 
ideas on the general mind, 
under which we must acqui- 
esce. A forty years' experi- 
ence of popular assemblies 
has taught me, that you must 
give them time for every 
step you take. If too hard 
pushed, they balk and the 
machine retrogrades." 


This is an appropriate..rer 


mark for a new idea in Con- 
gress or the state legislature 
today, but it was advice to a 
man who needed it then. 
Joel Barlow was a revolu- 
tionary in a post-revolution- 
ary period. He was eager to 
get on with the reformation 
of America, to obtain politic- 
al equality, rights and jus- 
tice for all, to make this new 
nation stand proudly in its 
new world. He, too, may at 
times have wished himself 
back in "the good old days." 


POLITICS AND BUDGETS 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow- 


er side-stepped a Senate Ap- 
propriations C o m m i t t e e 
question as to whether fed- 
ertl deficit spending and the 
unbalanced budget were un- 
dermining the nation's econ- 
omy. 
Said the general: 


"To my mind such issues 


have somehow gotten a po- 
litical character, 
unfortun- 


ately. A man comments on 
them and suddenly he is a 
politician." 


The general certainly hit 


the nail on the head. Budget 
policies and politics are in- 
separable. It was politics 
which got the national bud- 
get into its present condition. 
Perhaps we must find a way 
to reverse politics to extri- 
cate the budget from its pud- 
dle of red ink. 


HIGHER PRODUCTION 
While industrial produc- 


tion in the United States was 
Bagging in 1949, the general 
trend of production through- 
out the world continued up- 
ward. This is the substance 
of a United Nations report 
on manufacturing and min- 
ing production,

Can the trend of produc-

It can be and 
should be. The world popu- 
lation is still increasing, and 
so every year there are 
more people to make things 
and more people to use them.

When Frank C. Pace, Jr., 


director of the budget, was 
appointed secretary of the 
Army, President Truman did 
a remarkable thing. He nam- 
ed only the second resident 
of Arkansas in all its history 
to become a cabinet mem- 
ber. The other was Augustus 
H. Garland, attorney-gener- 
al for four years in Grover 
Cleveland's first 
adminis- 


tration. 


Garland had served in the 


Confederate senate, and la- 
ter was governor and United 
States senator from Arkan- 
sas. 
Desiring to honor the 


South and impressed by his 
record, which had been no- 
table, Cleveland chose him, 
only to 
be 
disappointed. 


Garland was narrow and le- 
galistic, inclined to favor 
turning the public domain to 
private interests. In a cabi- 
net full of outstanding men, 
Garland did not measure up 
to his colleagues. 


Arkansas has had noted 


s nators. Not the least so 
was Joe T. Robinson, who 
served from 1913 to 
his 


death in 1937 and became 
majority'floor 
leader. His 


standing with his fellow sen- 
ators was such that he was 
thought capable of putting 
through President' Roose- 
velt's court packing bill. It 
was Robinson's sudden death 
that caused the President 
to admit defeat and give up 
thj plan. 


HIRING A CRITIC 


The President's 
appoint- 


ment of John Foster Dulles 
to be a State Department ad- 
visor with the rank of am- 
bassador at large must be 
interpreted as an indication 
that the President is willing 
to go a long way in his effort 
to re-establish a bipartisan 
foreign policy. Among na- 
tional figures not 
now 
in 


Congress or government, he 
could hardly have found a 
harsher critic of the admin- 
istration than Dulles proved 
to be in the New York sena- 
torial contest last fall. 


Not all Republicans en- 


dorsed the full extent of the 
Dulles attack in that cam- 
paign. But one thing can be 
said of his new function: He 
should be able to tell the 
State Department what con- 
servative Republicans 
find 


wrong-with its "policies. '

knowledge. I would not nay that 
he (Lattlmore) was the top So- 
viet agent." 
But he had testified that during 
his own Communist party member- 
ship he had considered Lattlmore 
to be a Communist. He said too 
that Lattlmore was party to a con- 
spiracy to help the 
Communists 
take over China. 
Lattimore's lawyers passed 
to 
Morgan a series of written ques- 
tions. In response to these, Bud- 
enz testified that he had not giv- 
en the FBI any information re- 
garding Lattimore" "until 
very 
recently." 


Bude-nz was pressed for an 
an- 
swer to this question: 


"Do you of your own personal 
knowledge know whether this man 
(Lattimore) was a Communist?" 


Budenz 
replied that he never 
had seen Lattlmore at a meeting 
but that he did know of many re- 
ports that Lattimore was a Com- 
munist. 
"Without relying on what you've 
been told, do you know whether 
thl.i man was a Communist." 
Budenz said no, he did not, that 


he had to rely on.the reports of 
high Communist officials. 
At 
the outset, Budenz said he 
was 
testifying "reluctantly" and 
had no interest from a "partisan" 
standpoint. But he said he was 
concerned over the "great danger 
to the United States" and 
could 


produce documentary evidence of 
"Stalin's determination to conquer 
the United States." 


Lattimore. sitting behind Bud- 
enz. grimly made notes as the ex- 
Commnulst testified. 


McCarthy sat unsmiling behind 
Chairman Tydings (D-Md) of the 
senate group. 


Budenz swore: 
1, That In 1944 when Lattlmore 
went 
to China with former Vice 
President Henry A. 
Wallace, a 
party member told Budenz to "con- 
sider Owen Lattimore as a Com- 
munist." 
2. That Lattlmore was 
Identi- 
fied through the Initials "L" or 
"XL" In reports of the Commun- 
ist party's American polltburo. 
S. That Lattlmore was a mem- 
ber of a Communist cell In the 
Institute of Pacific relations. 
4. That Lattimore "can be plac- 
ed" In a 1937 "conspiracy" to bring 


China Into the Communist orbit. 
The sharply conflicting testimo- 
ny 
of 
Budenz 
and 
Lattlmore 
brought McCarthy's 
whole 
case 
nearer a climax. 
One way that climax could be 
reached—perhaps the only way — 
would be for the government to 
bring a perjury charge 
against 


one man or the other. 
A jury then would decide wheth- 
er the man charged had In fact 
,lied to the senators. 
Budenz said he knows Lattlmore 
was associated with two men he 
said were "Soviet agents." 
He 
named these men 
as 
Frederick 
Vanderbilt Field, an official of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, and 
Philip Jaffe, former editor of the 
magazine "Amerasla." 
He said the. Institute was not a 


Communist organization, but that 
It contained a 
Communist cell 


which was able at one time 
to 
gain control of the organization. 
Lattlmore was 
close 
by as 
Budenz testified. With him were 
Mrs. Lattlmore and his lawyers, 
Art Fortas and Thurmond Ar- 
nold. They sat directly behind 
Budeni. so closet hey couldq have 
reached out and touched him. 
Budenz told the committee that 
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evidence can be obtained to sub-; 
stantlate his testimony. 


McCarthy had predicted in ad- 
vance of today's session that Bu- 
denz would swear he knew Lattl- 
more, Far Eastern affairs spec- 
ialist, to be a • member of, the 
Communist party. Lattlmore has 
denied that he ever was a Com- 
munist. 


Budenz was sworn by Senator 
Tydings (D-Md), chairman of the 
senate foreign relations subcom- 
mittee which Is looking into Mc- 
Carthy's accusations. 


Budenz 
came early. 
But 
he 
didn't come immediately to the 
committee rooms. 
He went 
to 
Senator Tydings' 
office. 
McCarthy had said he would be 
willing to "stand of fall" on the 
Lattlmore case In his general con- 
tention that the state department 
had been infiltrated by Commun- 
ists and' their sympathizers. Lat- 
timore Is not a department em- 
ploye, but has been an occasional 
adviser to it. He has a general 
reputation as one of this coun- 
try's best Informed men on Far 
Eastern affairs. 
Budenz said that' Lattlmoro 
was "commended" by Field and 
Earl J. Browder, former head 
of the Communist party In this 
country, for having 
been re-' 
sponslble for placing a number 
of "Communist writers" in the 
Institute of Pacific Affairs. 
He named as one of. the writ- 
ers, a James S. Allen, whom he 
Identified as a representative of 
the Communist Internationale 
In 
the Philippines and a foreign ed- 
itor of the Dally Worker. 


The 58-year old Budenz related 
to the committee details of 
his 
association with the Communist 
party during the period of 1935-45'. 
As managinr editor of the New 
York Daily Worker, official Com- 
mur.ist newspaper In this country, 
Dudenz said he attended meet- 
ings of the U. S. "polltburo" and 
was constantly kept informed by 


'He Identified the "politburo" as 
the heart of the Communist move- 
ment In Ihls country. 


The 
"polltburo,'' he said, re- 
ceived its Instructions from 
a 
representative of the Communist 
Internationale who In turn got 
its orders from Moscow. 
"The Communist party Is »et 
up not on a democratic but a 
conspiratorial basis," he 
said, 


adding that it dealt In espion- 
age as well as conspiracy. 
Part of his Job 'Budenz said; 
was virtually to memorize a Hal 
of some 1,000 names' of persons 
identified with the party. 


This list,. he ;said, was not put 


down In writing for fear It might 
be disclosed. 


Budenz said the Institute of 
Pacific Relations was "success- 
fully Infiltrated." 


The institute Is a private insti- 
tution. 
It was set up back' in 
the 1920s with the declared pur- 
pose 
of 
Increasing 
knowledge 
about • the Pacific area • and - in- 
creasing 
friendship among 
the 
peoples of the lands touching that 
ocean. 


Chairman Tydings (D-Md) ask- 
ed Budenz If he could say exact- 
ly when the Communists took over 
control. 
Budenz replied that he 
knew of it in 193« and from then 
on. . 


It was here that he first named 
Frederick V. Field as a Commun- 
ist and said he was "one of the 
sources of infiltration and'to my 
knowledge reported to the Polit- 
buro."

He went on to say that Philip 
Jaffe was then secretly connected 
with Field in a publication "China 
Today.' He also Identified Jaffe as 
editor of the magazine "Amerasla;1 


"Jaffe and Field are solely es- 
pionage agents," Budenz declared 
Budenz said It was agreed at a 


1938 meeting: of- Communist par- 
ty leaders, Including: Browder, 
that Lattlmore would be given' 
general direction In organizing- 
Communist writers who would 
put across the idea that the Com- 
munists In China were agrarian 
reformers. 
Senator 
Grean 
(D-RI) 
asked 


whether Lattimore was present at 
that meeting. 


"Oh, no, sir, he was not pres- 
ent,!'., .the .witness^ replied 
-.. 


Budenz added that the fact Lat- 
tlmore was not present was not 
significant 


Budenz said that at a 1943 meet- 
ing of the Communist party politic- 
al bureau, instructions were draft- 
ed notifying Lattimore of a change 
in the party line regarding Chiang 
Kai-Shek. 
Budenz said Browder 
again was preseai and that the 
instructions went to 
Lattlmore 
through Field. 


The new line, Budenz testified, 
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was "to attack Chiang Kai-Shek." 
Accordingly, Budenz testified, an 
article with that theme was writ- 
ten by one T. A. Bisson for the pub- 
lication of the Institute of Pacific 
clatlons. 
Budenz said that In 1944, at tho 
time Lattlmoro went to China 
with former Vice-rresldent Hen- 
ry A. Wallace, ho (Budenz) was 
"advised by Jock Stachel" to "con- 
sider Owen Lattlmore as a Com- 
munist." 
Stachel Is one of the 11 Commun- 
ist party leaders convicted recently 
In New York of conspiring to over 
throw the government by force. 
Budenz added that Wallace's trip 


to China was "followed closely" by 
Communist party leaders. He did 
not amplify the statement. '

Therefore, Is is with consider- 


able pride and relish that I can 
say that we are pretty certain our 
cat, Tonl. is an 
anthrophobe, a 


word we inventel for animals al- 
lergic to people. 
Tonl, black and white and 
of 
uncertain 'parentage, is under a 
specialist's care, receiving 
daily 
dosage of anti-histamine and be- 
ing tested. We've been able to eli- 
minate, food, face powder, wool, 
dust and feathers. So It looks as 
though the trouble with Tonl is 
people. 
Before becoming an Inadvertent 
cat-owner. I took a clinical Inter- 
est In people who dreaded cats. It 
was a bit of nuisance to eat lunch 
with Jean because one had to case 
a restaurant for cats before she'd 
enter. Stell is amusing 
because 


she. can't bear to look at a maga- 
zine or-newspaper picture of' any 
member of the cat family. 
'The.lady across the street runs 
Into the house and locks the door 
If any neighborhood cat 
crosses 


within view, even when the cat Is 
minding his own business.- 


When.we first were accepted by 
Tonl as her own, we started receiv- 
ing 
preliminary telephone 
calls 
from fraidy-cats who planned to 
drop In. On specific Instructions

began spending most of the 
days and nights chasing mice and 
moles with considerable success 
and birds with a notable lack of it, 
all the hair came back.

Af- 
ter a week's hospitalization. the 
diagnosis came back: allergy. The 
vet advised a 
series of ellergy 
tests — 40 tests for $25. She wasn't 
allergic to any of the Items on that 
allergy list, and now we are con- 
ducting our own Item-by-ltem ex- 
periments.

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Rough Herdsman From Desert 
Has Become Today's Vogue 


Amos Most Popular of All Biblical Prophets 
—His Message Ever Timely—He Had Much 
To Say On Contemporary Drinking Customs 
—Social Justice His Perennial Theme

We live In an age when men ana 


women are more serious aboxit 
matters of social justice than ever 
before. 
Nobody today who has 


any interest in maintaining his 
Intellectual and moral soundness 
believes for a moment that 
we 


should go back to "the Rood old 
days of yore" when the unscrup- 
ulous could pillage the weak and 
unprotected without any fear that 
the heavy hand of the law would 
be laid on his shoulder. 
Champion of the Poor. 
The Prophet Amos, who lived 
and preached almost 2300 years 
ago, has had more to do with this 
change of mental front on the 
part of modern men than most 
people even suspect. 
Down the 


centuries his denunciations of un- 
righteousness and oppression have 
been ringing in mens' ears. This 
doughty peasant has in our own 
day come into his own. 
Wo know little about Amos ex- 
cept what is told us in the book 
•which bears his name. He emerg- 
ed from the undistinguished com- 
mon people. 
He was a sort of 
"handyman" In earning his mea- 
ger 
livelihood. 
Sometimes 
he 
tended sheep in the wilderness of 
Tekoa; sometimes he pinched sy- 
comore figs (the fee is not to be 
confused with our sycamore), to 
hasten their ripening and fertili- 
zation, for they were an import- 
ant item in the poor people's diet. 
Sometimes he traveled afoot to 
Jerusalem, to Bethel, and perhaps 
to Damascus, selling his wool or 
seeking a job. 


In the lesson for this week we 
encounter Amos as he denounces 
intemperance, injustice, and 
op- 
pression. 
With a Modern King. 
His first blast is against 
the 
drinking customs of his day, and 
—amazingly modern in his whole 
trend of thought—he directs his 
most pointed shafts at the women 
of Samaria among whom drink- 
Ing appears to have taken on 
alarming proportions. 
He ad- 


dresses these women as the "kine" 
or "cows" of Bashan. 
The cat- 
tle of Bashan were always sleek 
and well fed to the point of sur- 
feit. 
Such were the women of 
Samaria. 
They liked their liq- 
uor as few women in any genera- 
tion have, and they were con- 
stantly after their husbands to 
multiply and speed 
up 
their 
drinking parties. 
Regardless of whether this pas- 
sage of Scripture does or does 
not set forth modern conditions, 
the fact remains that there has 
been during the past 20 years an 
appalling increase 
of drinking 
among women. Women • today as 
ever are moulding the minds and 
ideals of their children, and the 
present increase of juvenile delin- 
quency is a disquieting reminder 
that in many homes children are 
not receiving the training in hab- 
its of life that will later make 
them happy and useful members 
of society. In every age, the fu- 
ture rests with-women because of 
their youth, and we can be pretty 
sure that the setting up of bars 
In homes, the free and jaunty at- 
titude which parents take 
to- 
ward alcoholic 'indulgence as man- 
ifested in the many cocktail par- 
ties, does not constitute whole- 
some training for. youth. 
Parents Need to Ponder. 
One out of every 15 young peo- 
ple 
will 
become an 
alcoholic. 
Students of the subject are large- 
ly convinced that most drinking 
habits originate in social drink- 
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ing, and usually in the home. In 
tho light of these facts, parents 
and especially women, have a re 
sponsibillty 
resting 
upon 
their 


which 
they had 
better ponder 
seriously and prayerfully. 
A col 
lege official recenty stated tha 
it was his opinion that most o 
the intemperate drinking amonj 
college students was the result o: 
the bad example get by parents 
and other adults in the home. 
Most thoughtful people reading 


Amos' diatribe against the drink- 
ing customs of his day would be 
constrained to admit that Amos 
was a man of penetrating inslgh 
and moral balance. 
But the lesson is not all about 
drinking. 
Amos also denounces 


Injustice and oppression in all its 
forms. 
Avarice Disintegrates Life. 
Usually, the acid test by which 
men stand or fall is the monej 
test. 
A person's attitude towarc 
his fellow men. and toward life 
In general, and toward God. The 
rich of Israel were having a field 
day at the expense of the poor 
and Amos arose to call them to 
account 
So long as money is legitimately 
used, it is one of the best tools ol 
men. 
But when money Is usec 
for Itself; when It ceases to be a 
servant and becomes a master 
thren it is an evil thing. The per- 
ils of wealth to the human soul 
have been the theme of all phil- 
osophers -back to most ancient 
times. The sages of the ages are 
one in saying that the vanity of 
wealth, the love of money, im- 
pairs the finer aspects of the hu- 
man spirit. 
The stern admonitions of Amos 
concerning these matters and his 
lamentations gave him no popu- 
lar vogue; yet he lifted his proph- 
et voice, in season and out of sea- 
son.One of the most hopeful signs 
of our present day is that there 
are go many 
outspoken 
lesser 
Amoses in our midst.

Official, Rotary C 


An outline of the Corsicana Cot- 
ton mills, a local industry which 
processes cotton duck for 
mar- 
kets throughout the United States 
and in some foreign countries, was 
given Corsicana Rotarians Wed- 
nesday by Otto Smith, personnel di- 
rector of the plant. 
Smith said this plant, which was 
built around 1900, processes about 
30,000 pounds of cotton duck dally. 
The duck varies in width from 19 
Inches to 70 odd inches, and varies 
In weight from 6 to 30 ounces per 
lineal yard. 


Ownpil and operated locally, the 
mills have an' annual payroll of 
about $1,000,000 and annually con- 
sume 13,000 to 10,000 bales of cot- 
ton, valued at $2,000,000. 
Planning to make its employes 
and the city morally as well as fi- 
nancially happy, the Corsicana Cot- 
ton Mills has constructed a picnic 
and park area for its employes use, 
and purchases 
from $100,000 to 


$200,000 of supplies and services lo- 
cally each y^ar. 


The plant sponsors a welfare pro- 
gram for its employes, holds an an- 
nual barbecue, and owns 45 houses 
which it furnishes its employes at 
low rental. 


In 10 years the company has paid 
more th.an ?3 million income taxes 
;o the federal government and its 
employes 'have paid better than 
$300,000 in withholding taxes. 
The Corsicana Cotton Mills fur- 
nishes employment for 400 to 500 
persons.. 


Sneaking about electricity used 
at the plant, Smith said the daily 
use would amount to the 
same 
used in 1,600 average homes. Tho 
company also uses about 8,600 
barrels of oil annually.

Away For Bitter 
Boll Weevil Fight 


WACO, April 20— UFt—Progres- 
sive Central Texas farmers are 
squaring away to 
battle 
what 
they fear will be the worst cotton 
Insect infestation in years. 


"Boll weevils are already crawl- 
Ing on the inside of our research 
cages," says W. P. Ewing of the 
cotton insects laboratory here. 


Mild Winter Cited. 


The exceptionally mild winter 
weather is cited as a good sign 
that weevils and worms will be 
thick in cotton this year unless 
farmers 
fight back. 


Insect 
Infestation 
already has 


badly damaged thc wheat crop. 


Bell County Agent W. D. Seals 
it another who is predicting-heavy 
cotton infestation this year. 
A good many Central Texas 
farmers are expected to carry out 
control recommendations develop- 
ed at the laboratory. 
This con- 
trol program is based on early 
planting in th( area not later than 
the end of April, according to the 
recommendations, and both spray- 
ing and dusting will • help curb 
the insects. 
The program 
calls 


for 
dusting or 
spraying 
three 
times at weekly intervals begin- 
ning immediately after chopping 
or in the four-leaf stage. 
Should Stop Poisoning. 


Early 
season poisoning should 
be stopped at least four weeks 
before 
bollworms appear. 
This 
gives time for beneficial insects 
to re-establish themselves before 
bollworms 
occur. 
Tests 
have 
shown that 90 per cent of boll 
weevils are in the cotton by May 
8 in Central Texas.

WASHINGTON, April 20— UP>— 
The movement to spur the flow of 
capital to small business has re- 
ceived a boost from the commerce 
department's small business advis- 
ory committee. 
The 21-man committee has rec- 
ommended to Secretary of Com- 
merce Sawyer two plans by which 
It said credit needs of small busi- 
ness could be met "without 
ROV- 


ernment subsidy or without cost 
to the government." 


One would provide for a Rove 
ment managed fund for Insuring 
loans up to $26,000, much as 
the 
Federal 
Housing Administration 


insures home mortgages. 
The other plan, not worked out 
in detal, envisages specially char- 
tered, privately-owned and manag- 
ed corporations to provide equity 
capital or loans in excess of 
the 


$25,000 Insurance limit. 
The Democratic party leaders 


In congress, Rep. McCormack of 
Massachusetts and Senator Lucas 
of Illinois, have introduced bills to 
foster credit for small business. 


The Lucas bill would extend au- 


thority of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to make loans 
or 
to take over loans made 
by 
banks. 
The McCormack bill would pro- 


vide for "capital banks" 
within 


the Federal Reserve System which 
would be authorized to make loans 
or invest in common stock of bus- 
iness concerns. Ordinary 
banks 


would be allowed to subscribe to 
the capital stock of the 
capital 
banks.

All-Negro Court 
Tried At Miami 


MIAMI, Fla., April 20— UP)— This 
city's all-negro municipal court— 
believed to be the first set up along 
purely racial lines in the south— 
will open about May 1. 


The city commission unanimous- 


ly chose Lawson E. Thomas, 62- 
year-old negro attorney, as judge 
of the new court. 


"The court will be an Interesting 


experiment in self-government by 
negroes," said Thomas. "It will give 
the negro a chance to show his 
ability to participate 
in govern- 
ment." 


The court may produce stiffer 
sentences for negroes. 
Several ne- 
gro leaders long have urged the 
ippointment of a negro judge In 
the belief he would be more cap- 
able of judging a negro lawbreak- 
er.

The biggest mistake in the past, 
said Farrow, was lack of work- 
making the campaigns too short. 


Methodists give on the average 


only 1 1-2 per cent of their in- 
come to the church, Farrow said 
—an average of 40 cents a per- 
son per week. 
Farrow 
suggested 
that 
the 


various churches prepare a file 
of all 
members, 
listing 
the 


amount pledged to the church. 
After doing this, he said, it will 
bo revealed that 'one-half of the 
membership 
pledges 
nothing, 
that three-fourths give under $50 
a year, and that one-tenth 
are 


paying the bills. 
Pointing out the success of the 
three-phase 
program, 
Farrow 


cited an Alexandria, La., church. 
Before inaugurating the new plan 
this church pledged 493 persons 
for $30,47.5. 


After using the three-point plan, 


855 persons pledged $75,195. 
"I have found that the people 


of the church don't know their 
potentialities," 
declared 
Farrow, 
urging that "members be Put to 
work." 


Donations from 
Methodists in 
the Central Texas Conference to 
the 
church 
schools 
averaged 
slightly over -five cents per mem- 
ber during 1948-49, the 
speaker 
said. 
He added that this was 


about a penny to each school 
from each member.
